Of all known flowers of the whole 
world more legendery fiction atfacies 
te the rose, it is assumed, than to any 
other blossom. .In England the war 
of the roses lasted 30 years, the two 
contending factions, Lancaster, choos- 
ing the white, and York, red roses, 
and to this day the Tudor rose. adorns 
the coat of arms of many families of 
that country. Because it has been 
looked upon so long as the king of 
flowers the rose is freighted with 
legendery lore. 


Tho Greeks teT] us that fhe.sedt rose 
derived its color from the blood of 
Venus when #1¢ trod ona thorn of the 
white rose while going to the assist- 
ance of the dying Adonis, ‘The Turks 
say {ft is Golored with the blood of 
Mohammed. . . 

Christian legend asoribes its origin 
to the “roly maiden of Bethjghem who, 
being unjustly condemned to death by 
fire, prayed to our Lord, whereupon 
the burning brands became red roses 
and the brands that were not burning 
became white roses. Henceforth the 
rose became tho flower of martyrs, 


Another legend fs that when the 
flood ceased (Love threw to earth a 
flower to show Noah the righteous 
wrat of God had passed away. The 
flower took root and became a rose, 
and since that time it Ses been the 
emblem of enduring love. 

In ancient Eeypt the rose was the 
token of silence, and ft preserved fhis 
significance in classic mythology, 
where Eros was represented offering a 
rose to the god of silence. In old 
Roman days a blossom was hung over 
the table at banquets to stenify tyat 
anything epoken tere was never to be 
repeated. Thus has come to us the 
saying: “T tell you under the rose” 
(sub roga). 5 

A Persian myth relates that when- 
ever a rose is Mucked the nightingale 
utters a plaintive cry because it can- 
not endure to see the object of its love 
injured. 

In the east it fs belleved that on a 
certain day in the year the rose bas a 
heart of gold.

.| position to those of other meanbers of 


the association 

Mr. E. M. Trowera, Domirrion sec- 
retary of the Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of Canade, who headed the 
delegatten, followed by Mr. J. C. 
Campbell, the district secretary, were 
endeavoring to siow the members of 
the board that their action in fixing 
the sale price of sugar, had meant 
that the retail grocers were now being 
compelled to sell it at e*most a loss, 
when the chairman of che board, Cap- 
tain William Witte, interjected the 
question: 

“Do you not think that the action 
of the board in controlling profits 
upon sugar during the past few 
months has saved the consumere of 
the country many millions of dollars? 
If you will compare the sugar psices 
in the United States and Canada, you 
find ‘that the consumers here have 
benefited largely. I uaderstand thet 
sugar in the United States is at pre- 
sent selling at fram 27 eents to 29 
cents a pound, while bere in Canada 


‘the price jis 23 cents or 24 cents. The 


object of the board of cammerce was 
not to fix prices, but to control profits 
and prevent hoarding. The old board 
rescinded its restrictions on the eaie 
of suger and, I think, clearly demon- 
strated that their first action in con- 
trolling the profit on this commodity 
had saved nearly twenty milliong of 
dotMers to the consumers of this coun- 
try since August, 1919." 

The retallers submitted a memor- 
andum objecting to the principle of 
the board fixing prices. 

Strong exception was taken to tho 
questionnaire sent to the grocery 
trade, the mercnants claiming it was 
too intricate. The board agreed to 
meet a committee and go further into 
this question. 


PROPOSED PLAN 
CONSIDERED AS 
‘AN ARMISTICE 


London, July 9—The text of a note 
sent by M. Tchitcherin, Russian Bol- 
dheviki minister, accepting the princi- 
ples laid down in the “allied memor- 
andum transnitted July 1, by fme 
British government, to M. Krassin, as 
the basis of agreament etween 
Russia and Great Britain,” is given 
in @ despatch to The Herat4 from 
Christiania. 

The note gets forth the Soviet 
government's belief that “the pro- 
posed plan will have to be considered 
as an anmiatice between Ruesia and 
Great Britain and diares the British 
expectation that this 
armistice will pave the way to defin- 
ite peace, 

“At the same time,” adds the rote, 
“the Bovlet government protests 
againet affirmation, contrary ‘o the 
real faois, relative to presumed at- 
tacks by Soviet Russia upon the Bri- 
tish empire. The Soviet government 
emphasizes once more that she de- 
sires nothing but peace with Great 
Britain and that the absence of the 
same disposition on the other side was 
the only cause preventing it.”

Admiral Fisher, Father of the 
Modern Dreadnought, Dies 
After Distinguished Career 


~ 


Was For Many Years Popular Idol of Great Britain— 
Largely Responsible for Bottling Up German Navy 
at Beginning of the War—Has Been Seriously Ill Since 


May 


London, July 10—Admiral John Arbuthnot Fisher, first baron 
of Kilverstone, and former first lord of the admiralty, died Saturday

Lord Fisher began his naval career in 1854, and while on active | 
service, took part in the Crimean, Chinese and Egyptian wars. He | 


became lord of the admiralty in 


1892, and first sea lord of the ad- 


miralty in 1904, which post he held for six years. 


He emerged. from retirement in 
October, 1914, to resume his post as 
first sea lord of the admiralty, and 
director of the naval warfare against 
Germany. His vigorous policy caus- 
ed htm to be termed “the Kitchener 
of the navy,” and chief credit has 


been claimed for him in the bottling 
up of the German navy. Cabinet dis- 
pates ted to his resignation in May, 
2918, but he contimved to serve tho 
British government in various capa- 
cities throughout the war, and was a 
promtnent naval eritic. 

Lord’Fisher was bern on the Island 
of Ceylon, January 25, 1841, and was 
the son of Captain William Fisher, of 
a highland regiment stationed in the 
east at that time. He entered the 
navy, when but thirteen years of age, 
and was conrmissioned a_ lieutenant 
in 1860. From this time on his rise 
in the service was continuous. 

He was married in 1866 to Miss 
Frances Broughton, who died in 1918. 
He ts survived by one son and three 
daughters. . 

Lord Fisher was for many years a 
poputar idol in Great Britai en- 
joying the affection and confidefice of 
every rank of the people. He was 
known as the “father of the dread- 
nought,” because he was the first to 
realize the vast power of this type of 
warship. During his term as first 
gea lord of the admiralty, from 1904 
to 1910, he virtually revolutionized 
the navy. He gntirely changed the 
pld-established and outworn strate- 
gic disposition of the fleet, and threw 
no less than 150 warships, from im- 
mrense ironclads to light cruisers, in- 
to the scrap heap as obsolete and out 
of date. 

Being a reformer by nature, Lord 
Fisher's Attack on the British naval 
administration in September, 1919, 
in which he denounced the expendi- 
tures being made as “ruinous”, might 
have been expected, but it caused a 
great sensation throughout the Bri- 
tish Empire. Later, Lord Fisher de- 
clared that in the submarine he saw 
the future sea fighter, and that the 
development of aviation had made in- 
vasion of Great Britain impracticable 

Lord Fisher had been seriously {f 
since early in May, when he under- 
went an operation.
